Douglas Bruce Graham, son of 
Mi\ and Mrs. Russel Graham of 
Vulcan, is one of 13 Albertans in 
the first class of students at the 
University of SasKatchewan’s new 
College of Veterinary Medicine 
now beginning their four-year pro¬ 
fessional course. 

The 33 students 14 from Sas¬ 
katchewan, 13 from Alberta, five 

from British Columbia, and one 
from Manitoba - have each had 
at lenst two y< ors of pre-veteri- 
nary education at the university 
level. 

They are the first of an eventual 
undergraduate emollient of about 
240, or sixty students in each of 
the four years of the professional 
course. Extensive post graduate 
training will be offered as well.

Central Gas Wins Appeal 


The Appellate Division of the 
Supreme Court of Alberta has up¬ 
held an appeal by Central Gas 
Utilities Ltd. against a 1961 Su¬ 
preme Court decision involving the 
natural gas franchise for the town 
of Vulcan. 

In a 28-page judgement released 
last week, the appeal court ruled 
that Canadian Western Natural 


Gas Co. Ltd. holds the Y’ulcan 
franchise as a trustee for Central 
Gas and its subsidiary, Central Gas- 
Utilities <Vulcan 1 Ltd. nnd that 
Canadian Western is accountable 
to the appellants for profits of the 
franchise, subject to reasonable 
operation charges. 

Central Gas had claimed that 
Canadian Western nnd several of 


its officers and employees conspir¬ 
ed to destroy Central Gas*as a pos¬ 
sible competitor and committted a 
breach of fiduciary trust. 

In a 1961 decision, Mr. Justice 
J. V. H. Milvain ruled there had 
been no conspiracy or breach of 
trust in dealing between Central 
and 'Canadian Western. 


given in the initial unit. Other 
buildings on the Saskatoon campus 
along with facilities in the College 
of Medicine are being used in the 
instruction program until the 
veterinary complex is completed. 

The main building for veterinary 
medicine will be started by the 
end of this year nnd finished in the 
fall, 1967. With its teaching, re¬ 
search nnd service facilities it will 
comprise a complete veterinary 
medical centre on the Saskatoon 
campus. It is b< ing erected on a 
12Va acre site and will contain an 
estimated 160,000 square feet of 
floor space. 

The cost of instruction in the 
new college is being supported by 
tho four western provincial 
governments on the basis of the 
number of students enrolled from 
each province. This first program 
of regional support for higher edu¬ 
cation is expected to set the pat¬ 
tern for the future development of 
professional schools in the western 
universities, thus eliminating the 
need for duplicating costly facili¬ 
ties where enrolment docs not 
warrant more than one school.

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Ratepayers Hold Key . . . 

Next Wednesday Vulcan ratepayers will settle 
the future of the Vulcan and District Recreation 
Society and either justify or condemn three years of 
work and planning by a few men and women. 

By-law 479 authorizing the loan by the town of 
$37,000 towards completion of one stage of an exten¬ 
sive recreation complex for this area, will be voted 
on. If it is passed it will remain only for the harvest 
to be completed before action will start on this cen¬ 
tennial project, the conclusion of which is scheduled 
for 1967. 

If it fails we can see no alternative for the society 
but to close its books. - 

In review, the recreation society began about 
three years ago as a group interested in installing 
artificial ice in the old arena. In their search for as¬ 
sistance it was found immediate preference by the 
general public was for a community recreation centre, 
and so the society was formed to implement this wish. 
Early in March last year the former Meadowlark 
park curling rink at Calgary, valued then at $175,000, 
was to be demolished and the group purchased it 
for $30,000 with useable materials delivered to Vul¬ 
can. Also, tentative assurance was given that part 
of the block on^which the Vulcan Armouries is locat¬ 
ed could be made available as a building site. 
Through fund raising drives, donations, raffles and by 
other means including $7,000 in loans, the building 
was paid for to this stage. Falling into the pattern of 
things is the Centennial grant applicable to this type 
of project but terms of the grant necessitate assur¬ 
ance of financing in the reconstruction of this build¬ 
ing. At this point town council was brought into the 
picture and authorization was given to apply for the 
loan of $37,000, subject to approval of the ratepayers 
in the coming plebiscite. 

Now, ratepayers will have to express their 
opinion of the project in a concrete manner and if 
they indicate they do not want such a centre what 
justification is there for the committee to carry on? 

This district is in a perplexing position at pre¬ 
sent. In any other town you find an expressed need 
for a community recreation centre but too few 
people willing to get out and help. Here in Vulcan 
we have a group set and ready to undertake this 
most necessary project but an element of a doubt 
seems to exist among members of the community. 

We cannot help but feel though that the majority 
of residents who have had an opportunity to visit 
other towns having just such facilities as are 
planned here, and have seen the benefits to all seg¬ 
ments of community and district life which this 
brings, will not hesitate in endorsing the plan. 

Like other towns, Vulcan has, over the years, 
been through many climactic periods. The laying of 
water lines, sewer lines, the coming of propane and 
gas heating, the town paving project and more lat¬ 
terly the new source of water supply all have been 
major civic projects which called for bold, imagina¬ 
tive thinking from men and women who were willing 
to gamble on the future of this town and district. 
Such a plan as is now before the people demands just 
such imagination and planning because it is no less 
important to the future of this area. 

In another view, Vulcan’s very existence depends 
on the farming community surrounding it and on the 
fact that farm folk have largely come to town to 
purchase their wants and do business. We must 
make Vulcan more than just a shopping centre for 
them. Vulcan could become the hub around which 
both the town and district community life can be 
enjoyed, whether it be through the arts, music, 
sports, or the limitless recreational outlets which can 
be available to this area through progress and econo¬ 
mic prosperity. We think this community recreation 
centre can do just that.

LETTERS TO THE EDITOR 


Editor, The Advocate. 

Dear Sir: 

With another election coming 
near and the candidates all get¬ 
ting prepared to promise almost 
anything, I think it’s time a 
serious question was posed to all 
of them and especially Mr. Kindt 
since he has been our M.P. for 
some time. 

Are you, Mr. Kindt as it would 
appear satisfied with the deal the 
farmers are getting? 

Many people, with the excep¬ 
tion of farmers themselves, think 
a farmer really has it soft. They 
hear news media telling of big 
wheat payments and record break¬ 
ing crops and immediately jump 
to the conclusion we’re all going 
to be rich. Quite the contrary. The 
last few years of drought have 
forced the farmers to rely heavily 
on banks, farm loans and so on, 
and most of us have found we’ve 
gone about as far as we can go. 
When a farmer buys machinery 
or a car or truck, he like everyone 
else pays the freight on it up here, 
but when he sells his grain who 
pays the freight down east? The 
buyers? No the farmer does. The 
farmer takes elevator price for his 
grain and when the wheat board 
is satisfied that they have deduct¬ 
ed all handling and shipping 
charges on the grain then he gets 
the remainder. 

Everyone is aware I’m sure 
what it costs to just live these 
days as opposed to say 15 years 
ago. At that time the farmer was 
getting, give or take a penny or 
two, the same price for his wheat 
as he is now. But, and this is a 
big but, everything he must buy 
to maintain his home and make 
his farm produce has doubled and 
in some instances tripled. While 
everyone from miners to postal 
workers have struck for higher 
wages to keep themselves at least 
on fighting ground with the high 
cost of living the farmers have 
been forced to absorb all the in¬ 
crease with no increase in their 
income to cope with it. 

A tractor that was $3 or $4 
thousand 15 years ago is now be¬ 
tween $7 and $8 thousand. A com¬ 
bine that was $5 thousand is now 
between $9 and $12 thousand. 
These are essential to a farmer if 
he is going to keep going, but 
coupled with all the other increases 
how can he be expected to survive 
this stranglehold on him. People 
tend to forget, a farmer is head of 
a complete business. He must, the 
best way he can, maintain a home 


and keep a whole business opera¬ 
tion going with tremendous odds 
against him. When he plants his 
crop in the spring he is embarking 
on the biggest gamble known. His 
year’s work and wages lie in the 
field at the mercy of weather, 
grasshoppers, disease, hail, and 
numerous other things. Then if he 
should be lucky and get it harvest¬ 
ed he can't sell It till he’s told to. 
While his grain lies in the bin he 
is forced to pay interest on loans 
to keep going and the mad circle 
never ends. Fanners don’t want 
handouts or Mr. Deifenbaker’s 
$200, we only want a fair price 
for wheat and the opportunity to 
sell it. So, Mr. Kindt I challenge 
you to deal with this subject in 
your campaign and tell us point 
blank if you think things are the 
way they should be or if you in¬ 
tend earning your money by 
speaking up for the western 
farmers. It’s certainly time some¬ 
one did.

Dear Sir: 

During the past 20 years the 
Town of Vulcan has shown pro¬ 
gress at every opportunity and to¬ 
day we have a centre that every 
resident should be proud of. With 
the installation of water and 
sewer, Calgary Power, natural gas 
and provision for a fine golf 
course, curling rink, swimming 
pool, hospital extension, senior 
citizens home, nursing home and 
outstanding educational facilities, 
we do not have to admit that 
there is any progressive point 
where we have failed to join 
whole-heartedly in keeping Vul¬ 
can on the top. 

At the present time another 
golden opportunity for progress is 
presenting itself whereby we can 
be counted among the most pro¬ 
gressive towns in Southern Al¬ 
berta. A by-law is before the 
property owners on Oct. 13, re¬ 
questing their approval for the 
borrowing of a sum of money to 
help finance the recreation centre 
which has been projected by the 
Vulcan District Recreation Associ¬ 
ation.

A centre with a school enroll¬ 
ment of 850 and with the number 
of Scouts, Guides, etc., and also 
4-H Clubs should not pass up an 
opportunity of making sure the 
building will be completed, with 
the assistance of the Centennial 
grants now available and which 
will not be available in the future. 

May I suggest that every pro¬ 
perty owner vote “Yes" for the 
by-law and thus guarantee a fur¬ 
ther sign of progress for the town 
with the completion of this recrea¬ 
tional centre.

Attention Ratepayers . . . 

The Vulcan District Recreation Society over the last 
two weeks published facts and figures to substantiate why we 
feel your vote for BY-LAW 479 should be YES on Oct. 13th. 
We have tried to give costs for the building and operating of 
our proposed Recreation Centre along with the activities that 
can be carried on in the centre. You must realize that only 
approximate costs can be arrived at, as completed plans have 
to be drawn up by architects and costed by engineers and 
tendered before actual costs can be known. We as the plan- 
ning group did not wish to expend this fairly large sum of 
money before we know for sure that the total project can 
be completed with the support of the Town and District. 

Criticism has been raised that our plans seem to favor 
young people over older people or vice-versa or that activities 
benefit one group over another. This is not intentional but we. 
as the planning group, have tried to analyse the facilities that 
will be used most. Putting these into effect will add support 
to complete other sections so that in as short a time as pos¬ 
sible the centre will be completed to its fullest potential. We 
hope that every resident will then find something going on 
that will be of interest and benefit. 

To take advantage of Centennial Grants, which means 
that the project must be usable by 1967, we have planned the 
Centre in stages to get as much completed of the total project 
as possible with the monies to be available in the time 
allocated. For example the skating area is to be used without 
artificial ice even though we have the plant, but cost of in¬ 
stallation is high and by using this money we will be able 
to complete the front three levels for everyday use and then 
work towards installation of the ice plant. 

The time and effort expended by the Board of Directors 
has been only to make available to the' Town and District 
facilities for all residents, for their greater enjoyment. This 
is why we have been so strong in our request to have you, 
the ratepayer, vote yes, to By-LAW 479 on October 13th. 

For cars to transport you to the polling station contact 
phones: 485-2414 — 485-2781 — 485-2211. 

It should be made clear that the $37,000 loan which is 
involved in this by-law will see a reduction of $11,000 through 
centennial grants from the town and county and the effect 
of inclusion under the federal winter works program provides 
another source of assistance in the actual construction. The 
recreation group also plans continued effort towards raising 
funds to help repay the loan. 

The Recreation Board lias raised $33,000 during the past 
three years which has gone into the purchase of the materials 
at hand. The country area has contributed the greater share 
of this amount und it is now apparent that the town must 
show its concrete intentions on this matter. 

If the by-law is defeated there is every likelihood thut 
the Recreation Society will he forced to sell Its assets und 
shelve the project indefinitely.
